London, .May 4.— In the lIoii.-ie of 
Coniinon.s today a variety of war ques^ 
tion,s were asked. 

The parliamentary secretary of the 
war oillce, .Mr. tii'o. ■SN'yiulliain. said no 
further report hiul been received from 
Lord Roberts with reference to the 
Koornspruit disaster. 

The govcrnnieut leader in the House of 
Commons, Mr. .7. A. Balfour, rejilying to 
questions on the reports of the ill-treat 
ment of British prisoners at Pretoria, 
said Her Majesty's government was con 
sidering the advisability of further re 
presentations on '•tlio subject through 
Washington and through the United 
Stat(t5 consul at Pretoria, Mr. Hay, who 
iias charge of liritish interests in Trans- 
vaal. 

Continuing, Mr. Wyndhani said he was 
pre|)ared to discuss the qu'etition of the 
judgment and the discr(?tion, but no'i of 
the honor or rectitude of the Marcpiis of 
Lanndowne. Many misconceptions in re- 
gard to the despatches had already 
evaporated, including the belief that 
Lord KobertK and Gen. Buller hud crit- 
icised tJen..Methuen'.s operations and that 
their criticisms had been suppressed, afi 
siq)posed, l)y favoritism. The only i>oiut 
at istsue was why the eriticisui ot (!en. 
Buller had been published, if the govern 
ment intended to leave him in command 
Mr. Wyndham contended it wa.s inipos 
Kible to isolate the Spion ICop disclo.-i\ires 
nnd treat tliein as no other despatches 
had been treated in the history of the 
last hundred years.

Handsome Contribution to Famine ■FuncP 
With Sympathetic Message-*'

Simla, May 4.— Emperor William , 'has 
telegraphed to Lord Curzon, viceroy -of 
India, as follows: 

" Full of the deepest sympathy for the- 
terrible distress in India. Berlin has, 
with my approval, realized the suiif- of 
over half a million marks, and 1 hnve- 
ordered it forwarded for your disposal. 
May India feel that this "action on tho- 
part of the capital of the German em- 
pire is from a deep sense of the sympn-- 
thetic love for India which Jias prompted' 
my people, and which emanates from tho 
fact that blood is richer than water." 

To this message the viceroy to-day re- 
plied as follows: 

" I have the honor to receive J'oiir- 
iiii[ierial :Majesty's most gracious "tele- 
gram, the terms of \vlii(-h will create .t 
i brill of gratitude throughout India for 
the warm-hearted, synipatlietie attitude 
ot your capital, Berlin, acting upon the- 
opportune and iiolde initiative of yonir 
imperial .Majesty. It is indeed an i'lkis- 
(ratiou of the binding force of kinship 
by your .Majesty that the German people 
should turn with kindly thought lo tho- 
work being dnic by the British govern- 
ment in this ec.r.itry for the relief of the- 
terrible sufferiiiK by which the poor In- 
dian people are afllicted.

trlct. 

" Montreal reports that the opening of 
the canals has caused much activity in 
shipments of heavy goods to river and 
lake points, and groceries are moving 
frecl.v, while dry goods travellers are 
currying lull samples and collections are 
satisfactory. The volume of business 
has been largo at Quebec since naviga- 
tion has commencfd, and money is more 
plentiful. April business ut Vanco\iver 
improved beyond expectations, but not 
up to the same month last year, while 
collections continue slow, although line 
weather has improved retail trade.. Busi- 
ness is only fair and collections quiet nt 
Victoria.

By forcing the separate school quo* 
tion in tlie arena of federal politics Jlr. 
Martin did the Ijiberals a good turn. 
There is not the slighti'^t doubt that lln; 
success of the Uborals iu the last gen- 
eral cleetion wais in a measure due to 
the fact Uiut many Conservatives broke 
away from their party because of the 
poaition assumed Ijj- Conservative lead- 
ers on this question. For services ren- 
dered Mr. Martin is entitled to some 
consideration; but the very peculiarities 
which enabled liini to help the Liiberal 
party stand in tlie way of gmng him any 
position in the party. Tills 'was so forci- 
bly recognized by the Liberal leaders 
that 'When the .cabinet -was constructed 
Mr. Martin -was left out. Since that day 
to this he has taken advantage of every 
opportunity to harass and embarrass the 
Liberal governmeut. When negotiations 
■were being carried on nt Wiushiiigtou last 
.vciir Mith a yiew ol settling the ililtet- 
onces between Canada and the United 
States, Martin, as attorney-general of 
tile province, .succcc<led in' passing a bill 
which provoiUe<l Americans from hold- 
ing mineral claims in Atliu. As aolici- 
lor of the Canadian I'acilic Uailway 
Company lio endea\ oret! to bulUlozc tlie 
l^>ominiun government into giving the C. 
1'. U. concessions for the Crow's Nc.^t 
road tliat the govcniineut did not feel I 
dispotiod to grant, 'iliat the Liberals 
lost ^lanitoba is partly due to Mr. Mar- 
tin's action iu opposing the (ircenway 
government. That the l.iiberals lost WiU' 
nipcg is due to Mr. Martiu'a inilucnce. 
Here his machiaevelian tactics recoiled 
oil himself. Martin went down to Ottawa 
and saw Sir Wilfrid Laurier. He was 
an.xious tliat his brother, r]. D. Martin, 
should be KcU'clcd for Winnipeg. He in- 
sisted that a straight goveruineiit candi- 
date should not be put in the field, and 
undertook on behalf of his brother to give 
.Sir Wilfrid a loyal support if the straight 
Liberalti did not oppose liim in the light. 
Sir Wilfrid '^'onseutcd, and Martin, 
chuckling with intense satisfaction, came 
back to Winnipeg. He saw the Conser- 
vative leaders and told them that if 
tliey wanted to get even ■\vith the Lau- 
rier government they should support his 
brother. His brother, it he received 
Conservative support, could Icnock out 
any straight Liberal. The Conservatives 
also consented, and Mr. Martin- was hai>- 
py. But ho did not reckon with a class 
who are not politicians, ancL^consequeut- 
l.v arc seldom turned from what they con- 
sider their duty by such sclietaes as Jlar- 
tiu*s. The labor element nominated Jlr. 
Puttee, who declared at an Ottawa ban- 
quet that the only objection ho had to liis 
opponent was that he -was a brother of 
.loseph Jlartin's. This will give a fairly 
good idea of what the labor leaders think 
of .Mr. JIartiu iu Manitoba. 

When :\Ir. IMardii was called upon l)y 
.Mclnncs to form a government, was he 
llii'U an.\i(^us to promote Llie interests of 
the Lilci-al party'.' By no means. lli<s 
lirst thoughts were for strong Coii-serva- 
tives, and he went to -Tames Duiusmuir 
and others. It was only when lie was 
ipuriicd by tiiese men that lie declared 
liimself a heavenhoru leader sent to lead 
the provincial Liberal forces t(j victory. 
This itj the man loyal I>iberals are ask- 
ed to follow. Liberalism never calls 
upon itti believers to saorilico their self- 
respect or their independence. It never 
calls upon them to follow a man who con- 
siders himself of more importance than 
the party. 

Josepli r^Iartin may be alile to 
hoodwink a few misguided Liberals ia 
BritiKli Columbia, but he cannot inveigle 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier into an endorsation 
of ins Icudersliip. Here is Sir Wilfrid 
reply to his overturois: "I realize tho 
force of keeping party lines, but the reas' 
ons which I have given you in mv first 
letter must make it plain to .you that if 
party lines are to be inaiiilained I will 
expect that the policy of the federal gov- 
eriiiiuiit be I'csiji.'ctecl. There are no party 
lines in .vour programme, and I appeal to 
you that it would have been easy for 
\ou lo give way to the policy which we 
liave enunciated."— Oreenwood Timcts.

THE WAK. 

The occupation of Brnndfort by our 

forces was not CTpected at so early a 
(lay, and it shows that Roberts uuder- 
.staiuLs the art of keeping- his counsel. 
Tlio importance of thi.s success on the 
])art of our anus is gro.it, but -wo do 
Jiot regard Braudfort as of at; great 
strategic value «s Winburg, to which the 
«nemy are reported to be retreating and 
•where they may make their next stand. 
iWe mean now strategic from the Boor 
point of view. It is a decided gain for 
«8, becanse it will enable Roberts to iitil- 
jze the railway beyond ,his new head- 
•quartors, .■mil cut off any <.'omniuniention 
that may txi^t between the oni-my in the 
•centre or the Free .State and his oomnian- 
«d03 operating on the western frontier. 
.Winburg is a point to the possession of 
"wliicb the enemy will attach jrenter im- 
portance, because it commands the main 
roads to tlie northeastern part of the 
Free State, :uiil the Boer forces being 
:8truu); along tlie eastern frontier, AVin- 
"burg will be their natural rallyin.s point. 
Tlie Associated Press report siiys thaf 
the occupation of BrantJfort menaces tlie 
Boer forces now southeast of l?loeiiil'on- 
tein; but how this can be tlie case is not 
■veiy clear. Perhaps northeast ici meant. 

The situation Ls gradually changing: 
but it i.s not easy to make the <-liaiiges 
well understood without tlie use of a 
map, and this would have to l>e altered 
almost daily. Pcrhaiw liy luittiiig to- 
gether the information contained an sev- 
eral despatches we may be able to pre- 
sent a coniprelicnsivo view of tbe situ- 
eition. Thaba N'chu is 40 miles due east 
from Bloenifontein. Braudfort is .'{.") 
juileii due north of that town. Tims we 
liavc a right-angled triangle with the 
'BIooTufontein-Thaba NVhu road ns the 
bas(> -in miles long, the railway to Braud- 
fort. ,",.1 mill's, iis the poii>eiiiH(^iiIar. The 
hypotlienuse is a line joining Branilfort 
and Thaba N'chu and ig nearly 5.3 miles 
long. A lino drawn from Bloomfontein 
60 as to cut the hj-pothenuse at right an- 
gles and prolonged about I'.O miles be- 
yond the hypotlieneuse would strike 
,AViiil>urg. IJroadwood's cavalry is mov- 
ing northward outside of the triangle, 
clud if the maps are at all accurate, he 
•ought soon to bo in touch with the ene- 
my's outi)osts around AViiibiirg. Mam- 
JllDU is follnwing him willi infantry ami 
■artillery, while Tucker is moving out 
tfrom the perpendicular across the hyp.j- 
thenuse also with infantry and artil- 
lery. Koberts may send Pole-Carew to- 
wards Smaklecl ,1 unci ion, where the 
branch from Winborg joins the railway 
■to Pretoria. If this is done, the enemy 
may retreat northward by the highway 
to Kroonstadt or northeasHvard to Eene 
kal. If Iioberts is in a position to ulil 
ize Ihe railway b'? may he able to cut 
•off Ihe cuemy'n retreat to Kroonstadl 
and compel him to leave the way open 
to Pretoria. We are inclined to regard 
the operations around Winburg ns of 
■very great importance, for if lliey are 
promptly attended with success, the ene- 
my's forces around Thaba N'chu and 
Xrtidybrand and the commando which is 
opposing Brabant south of Ladybrand 
will 'ho in a bad case dniieed. They will 
l)e isolati'il, and it is didliaili to see Iiow 
they fan re-establish their commuiiica-

'One of last night's despatches an- 
-nouttced tha't the' mounted infantry had 
. gone on to the Vet river, and that the 
: re.st of the force would follow to-day.

THURSD.VY'S SPEECHES. - 

It was to be expected that Mr. Turner 
in addressing his late constituents on 
Thursday 'night would make some refet^ 

euee to the circumstances attending his 
own dismissal froia ofllce and the 
charges made against him at that time. 
In the history of British' Columbia poli- 
tics there never has been an occasion 
whe.'i more serious matters were laid at 
the door of retiring ministers by a iier- 
sou in high authority, who might natur- 
ally be supposed to take au unbiassed 
view of all questions. For this reason 
very many people,, although we do not 
think the majority of the voters of this 
lirovince, believed that if >Ir. Turner 
ami Uis colleagues were not literally 
guilty of the things alleged against them, 
they had in some .way abused tlieir 
powers, and there was undoubtedly a 
very general expectation that, when the 
bouse met in 1S99, Mr. Martin and his 
colleagues would have made some show 
of justifying the course taken by the 
Lieutenant - Goveruor, of establishing 
that there was at least some colorable 
ground for the very serious allegations 
made by him in his letters to bis late 
advisers. Nothing of tliis kind occurred. 
On the contrary, though the press which 
had supported Mr. Turner's administra- 
tion culled upon the Semlin government 
to make good the charges that hud been 
so recklessly throAvn out or have the 
manliness to withdraw them, and al- 
though the liciiiiseil ministers pleaded in 
their places in the house that cunmion 
Justice should be done them, and if there 
was not, as there certainly was not, any 
foundation for the charges that they 
should be withdrawn, not a word was 
said either one way or the other. Mr. 
Turner and his colleagues had to remain 
content with the negative ucquiltal of 
silence on the part of those who had 
been their accusers, when they were 
brought face to face -with the jury by 
which all public men are tried. The 
people of A'icloria, by the manner in 
which they returned Mr. Turner ami bis 
associates at the by-election in IH'M, 
showed that they took no stock in the 
Lieutenant-Governor's assertions, and 
while it was natural that at the opening 
of tbe campaign Mr. Turner should refer 
to them again, we think that he may 
very properly refrain from doing so in 
future, for no one believes that he or 
any of his colleagues were in any wise 
guilty of misfeasance in offlce. Indeed 
it is a matter for congratiilatiou that, 
iiftor till, iiiriiiis of the province have 
been in the hands of hostile politicians 
for nearly two years, not a single thing 
has been brought to light to cast dis- 
credit on the Turner regime. Mr. Tur- 
ner will therefore be excused if he no 
longer considers himself bound to defend 
his public record, but contines himself to 
the conditions of the present and the 
ilemands of the future. 

Mr. Turner very properly arraigned 
the policy of the Semlin government as 

evidenced by the legislation of 1S99, for 
although Mr. Martin replaced Mr. Sem- 
lin in the premiership, it must not be for- 
gotten that his was the ruling mind in 
the Semlin ministry during the session 
of 1899, when so much objectionable 
legislation was passed. It is true that 
^Ir. Martin apparently stands ready to 
repudiate most of the work of that 
session, but this will avail him nothing, 
or at least it ought not to avail him any- 
thing before the bar of public opinion, 
for, as Mr. Turner pointed out, " the 
goveriuiieut should ascertain and know 
the probable elTcct of important legis- 
lation before introducing it." For all 
the evil which resulted from the legis- 
lation of 1809 Mr. Martin is directly re- 
sponsible, and as this is the first time 
that tbe people have had the opportunity 
to pronounce their verdict on that issue, 
we hold that Mr. Martin may bo properly 
condemned upon the record of that 
session alone. His readiness to repeal 
some of the bad laws and alter others 
does not relieve him, for the mere fact 
that bo rushed through demagogic 
measures, which he himself now admits 
wore ill-advised, is the best possible 
reason why he should not be permitted 
to enter upon a fresh course of experi 
mental legislation. ^Ir. Turner's ar 
raignment of the policy with which Mr. 
-Martin was identified was forcible and 
unanswerable. It is support oil, not by 
opinions, but by the hard fticis of 
liaance. 

Passing on to Mr. Martin's policy, .Mr. 
T'urnor reviewed this in some detail, but 
necessarily not exhaustively, for the 
time at his disposal would not permit 
this. He took exception to Mr. Martin's 
proposed plan of reenacting the Mongol- 
ian exclusion acts, and thought it far 
wiser for the several governments — that 
is, the Provincial, the Federal and the 
Imperial— to work in harmony. He 
lioped the matter would be taken up in 
a spirited manner by the people of the 
province, and representations bo made in 
the proper quarter, so that this exceed- 
ingly important issue may he settled 
without friction with the home authori- 
ties and the established policy of the 
Emiiiro. ^^'e think this view ought to 
commeml itself to the public; 'X)h the 
eight-hour law Mr. Turner's pof^ltiou was 
very plain and reasonable. Ho favors 
the recognition of eight hours ns a 
statutory doy, but objects to., any law 
forbidding men to work overtimed Abso- 
lute freedom of contract is peculiarly a 
British right. The idea of limiting indi- 
vidual fri?odom in matters of this kind is 
an importation from the United States, 
where the German socinlistic idea has 
misled the sober Anglo-Saxon working- 
man into following lines which will in- 
evitably lead t() industrial stagnation. 
Very naturally Mr. Turner endorsed Mr, 
Martin's proposal to re-establish the 
London agencj'. The maintenance of 



this agency on an efDcIcnt basis was one ! 
of the fixed policies of the 'Turner minis^' 
try. Mr. Martin when he took office in 
the first place gave his assent to the re- 
duction of the agency to a mere clerk- 
ship. ^^.He.ha^vhowever,. seen the error 
of bis "ways in' tills' OS in some other 
matters, and the fact that he at one time 
consented to the practical abolition of 
the otllce shows that he is unsafe as a 



director of the affairs of the province. 
On the question of conserving the'public 
lands for the public benefit, MrJ'Tumer 
confessed that Mr. Martin's declaration 
did not convey any definite meaning to 
him; nor can it to anyone else, for the 
public domain is now held for public 
benefit. We prtot a summary. of Mr. 
Turner's remarks oh Mr. Martin's rail- 
way policy, because a few inaccuracies 
crept into tbe report printed in tbe Colo- 
nist yesterday: 

The .'?3,000,000 to be borrowed under 
tbe authority of the act of the 
session of 1S98 would have secured I 
the construction of 1,000 miles ofi 
railwav at a subsidy of ."?4,(.)0I> a[ 
mile, and left ,'?1,()()(V10<) to be' 
expended on roads and other public 
works in the province. The annual cost 
to the province for the whole 1,000 miles 
completed would be at the utmost 
.'jSlTO.OOO a year, and from this would 
have to be deducted l jier cent, on the 
gross earnings of dOO miles of these 
lines. This 4 per cent, probably would 
amount to ."JliO.OOO a year. Now, under 
Mr. JIartin's iilan. taking the average 
cost of railw.'iys in (Janaibi, the United 
States and New Zealand as a guide, it is 
quite cviileiit tliiit this Koiiienay line 
winild cost about .'?10,n!Hl a mile; but 
put it down at !?r.ri,(MM), and the total for 
only lilHI miles would be ten and a half 
millions. Suppose llitit the interest and 
sinking fund was only d'/j per cent, (he 
believed it would be nearer <> per cent.) 
Ilie annual cost to the province would 
be .'?IT2,000, and there would be in addi- 
tion to this tbe annmil loss on the run- 
ning of the line, which would have to be 
met for several yetirs at least. Thus 
only ,".00 miles would cost Ihe province 
.'f l72,0OO a year, and contingent loss to 
add, whilst under the other ))lan 1,000 
miles would only cost !?nO,00(» a year 
and no risk of loss. If the 1,(K)0 miles 
WHS constructed under Mr. Martin's 
plan, making allowance for the depres- 
sion that the application for large a 
sum would make in our credit, at least 
$40,000,000 would be wauled, and this 
would cost at the lowest estimate one 
million eight hundred thousand a year 
and tbe certainty of considerable loss on 
running to add. The whole of this 
large sum wotibl have to be provided 
from the provincial revenue. This now 
amounts approximately to a million and 
a half dollars, only about nine liumlred 
thousand of which is raised by taxation 
in the province. Out of this there has 
to be first paid for running expenses, 
public debt, education, hospitals and 
charities, etc., etc., aboul one million 
three hundred thousand, leaving two 
hundred thousand for public works; 
therefore largel.v increased laxat!o:i must 
result. For only TiOO jniles of the line 
taxation would have lo be doubled, tind 
for 1.000 miles fully four limes as much 
taxation would be necessary, and the 
largest ptirt of this increase would have 
to be borne by residents outside of the 
ntnnicipalitics. 

If the whole line to Knotenay, which 
would be 400 miles, not 300 miles, was 
built, the charges against- rcvcnnc would 
bo one-third more. ' .',.v- 

In reply to a question as to whetlicr he 
favored •grfvcrnmcnt ownership of rail- 
ways, Mr. Turner said: "If aii.v gov- 
ermiieiit owned the'railways in Canada, 
it (Should be the Dominion government, 
not the Provincial." Space forbids more 
than a reference to two poinls brought 
out in tlie above summary of Mr. Tur- 
ner's remarks, and they are thcfio: The 
great increase of taxation iio<;ohsitated 
by Mr. Martin's policy, if it could be 
carrje<l into effect, and tlie incidence of 
that taxation. At present the provincial 
revenue from taxes consists of two parts, 
which may be divided in round nunv- 
bers as foUown: J>'ixed revenue, .fOOO,- 
000; revenue that may be augmented, 
$900,000. Interest and sinking fund on 
the sum necessary to pay 'for .300 miles of 
line would be at least .$472,000. For 
some years after the coiistriiction of the 
line it would not pay running expenses, 
but allmving notliing for tlie deficit, it 
would be necessary to increaso the rev- 
enue of the Tirovanco .1^472,000 every 
year to meet this charge. TTiis could not 
bi> raised by increasing the .?(iOO,000, for 
this is lixcd beyond change b.v our legis- 
lature. Therefore the .$900,000 would 
have to be increased more than 50 per 
cent. This means that what are ordinar- 
ily known as tbe taxes wouhl have to be 
increa.sed one-half to provide for Ibis 
i;00 miles of railway iilono. This tax- 
ation would, as Mr. Turner pointed out, 
fall chiefly upon those persons who live 
outside the niunicipalilii'H, that is upon 
the ranchers and others who own pro- 
jierty throughout the province, firaiiling 
for argument's sake tliat the merchants 
of the cities would bo benefited by the 
railway, the cost of the benefit would fall 
upon the farmers and others outside of 
the ('ities. 

These are llie only points in Mr. Tur- 
ner's wpeech that wo think dt necessary 
to refer to this morning, and we have 
dealt with these at such length that con- 
sideration of the remarks of the other 
speakers must be l(;ft until another oc- 
casion. Tliough compelled to compress 
his matter into a small compass, Mr. 
Tumor presented much tood for thought 
and undoubtedly made an excellent im- 
pression.

Injunction Issued Preventing Re- 
moval of Remains of Point 
Ellice Structure. 



Wreck Must Stand Pending Set- 
tlement of Claim of 
J. M* Mulrhead, 



His Lordship Mr. .Tustice Drake yi's- 
terday granted an injunction restraining 
the city fnun removing the remains of 
the old Point Ellice bridge until the lOth 
day of May, upon the application of 
.fames McLaren Mulrhead. 

;\Ir. Mulrhead has a claim against the 
city of .fT.'iO, arising out of the memor- 
able disaster which cost so many lives 
on May 20, 1890. He was a passenger 
on tho car when tho ill-fated bridge 
collapsed, but escaped with but slight 
injuries. An effort has b(^en made by 
the city to settle with Mr. ?iluirhead, 
f<')iK) being mentioned us the sum offered. 
This he jefiiSL'd to accept, and his pres- 
ent actidu in obtaining an injunction 
against ilu) pulling down of the old 
bridge is for the purpose of forcing a 
settlement. 

In legal phraseology tlie plaintiff's ap- 
plication was " for au injunction ri'- 
straiiiing the defendants, agents, ollleers 
or servants from tearing down, remov- 
ing, altering or otherwise interfering 
with the Point lOUice bridge, which 
bridge collapsed through the negligence 
of tho defendants on the 2()th May, ISOO, 
until after the trial of the action now 
pending in the suiireme court between 
.Tames McLaren iNIuirhoad, as plaintiff, 
and said corporation and the Consoli- 
dated Itaihvay Company, until tho action 
is finally determined." 

The restraining order of the court is as 
follows: 

"Upon hearing Air. Fell, of counsel for 
the above-named plaintiff, and upon 
hearing road the allldavit of Francis B.

Ottawa, April 2S.— Tho sitting of par- 
liament is suspivulei! by ri^a^On of a 
calamity, lln' lilto of wliicli out.- iiL'vcr 
cares tu .S(h> luore tliiiii ouce in a lile- 
liiue. Tlie Uro uhicli broke oui in Hull 
on Tliur.silay nioi-uinj,', anil then, fanned 
by a .strong' breeze, was carried across 
tlie river into the city of Ottawa, sweep- 
ing' before it dwellings, faetories, 
churches, schools, stores, etc., ranks in 
its direful eH'cets almost with that of the 
city of «t. John, N. U.. hi 1S77. In the 
fc>t. John lire between i:>,OW) and 2U,UU() 

il)Oople were rendered homeless, ami loss 
to the amount of .'^i;L',t)UU,OUU Mas sus- 
tained. Almost an eciiuil lunuber of 
people in the sister cities here are with- 
out sludler, while tlu' lo.ss is variously 
estiniatetl at from 12.tKH),(li il i i,, Sl.r>,"- 
00(l,Ut)(>. The burnt distiiet is one o'f 
the saddest sights that man can ga/.e 
upon. Especially was it so the morn- 
iuf; after the lire, when the homeless 
oni's were searchin^' amon;? the ruins 
for any little Unick-Unacks which they 
iniirht lind. The most serious los;; sus- 
tained is in the (luantiiy of valuable 
lumber destroyed, biu the far-reachiu),' 
ell'i'cts of the tile will be felt for mauy 
ii day, as between r),Olll) and 0,000 per- 
sons are out of employment. No.xt in 
importance to the luudn-r which is gone 
is the mannnoth establishmout of the 
K. B. Kddy Manufacturing; Company, 
the pride of industrial Ottawa. Kvery- 
thiuK is lost to tli(> (inn except the siil- 
pliide mill, and the peculiarity of the 
situation with re^aril to Eddy'.s is that 
the insurance policies were changed a 
few weeks ngo so that the company 

■could oidy claim .'i!100,0(.)0 on any one lire, 
wliereas in the former policies there 
were no such restrictions. By this 
chiMiKe alom- tlie company loses 187,- 
000, an amount large enough to discour- 
age most firms to start up again after 
tlieir all is gone. It is not to dishearten 
the Edily Company, liowever, as the 
veteran prcsiilent. althougli in liis TOtli 
year, is detei-miueil to adopt tlie tactics 
of Bruce ;ind " try again." The losses 
sustained by tlie Ottawa Electric Com- 
pany, Ottawa Electric Hallway Com- 
pany, the McKay Milling Company, Mr. 
.T. R. Booth and the Canadian Pacific 
Railway wore also very great. The 
latter company estimates its loss at 
$250,000, and the McKay IMilling Com- 
pany's loss cannot be much less. Al- 
though the majority of the dwellings 
destroyed were of n poor class, being 
mostly frame buildings, there were 
nevertheless a number of fine residences 
wiped out, among them being those of 
Hon. George E. Foster, ex-minister of 
finance; Mr. J, R. Booth, president of 
the Oanuda Atlantic Railway Company; 
his son-in-law, Mr. A. W. Fleck; Mr. 
Levi Granncll. a candidate for tho may- 
oralty four years ago, and other promi- 
nent citizens. Late in the afternoon of 
Thursday, while the fire was in full 
progress, the sight looking down upon 

•the Ohaudiere Flats from Ashburrihnm 
Hill was an appalling one. People were 
making frantic efforts to save tiieir be- 
longings, and there were many in- 
stances where furniture, was removed 
from dwellings to what seemed to be 
places of safety, only to be subsequently 
devoured by the flames. 

Every energy is now being concentrat- 
ed on the work of relief. Messages of 
sympathy are coming in from all over 
the world. While appreciated by our 
people, they are not go effective as the 
actual cashj but it is nevertheless inter- 
esting to know that outside cities are 
responding nobly to the appeals sent out 
by the mayor and the newspapers of 
Ottawa. Tho Dominion government has 
contributed $100,000, and tho citizens of 
Ottawa in their corporate cajiacity 
a like .sum. The Ontario legislature 
unanimously voted .'?2.j,000, while infor- 
mation received by His Excellency to- 
day shows that tben^ is a generous re- 
sponse to the LcM-d Mayor's re(pU'st tor 
contributions to a .Mansion House fund. 
Tho oxoeutivo committee which liaij been 
appointed consists of but eleven mcm- 
*« liers. but several of them have had ex- 
perience in similar work in the piisl. 
1'he first tiling which is engaging the 
atlention of tlu; commit teo is to relieve 
the immediati' reiiiiirements of the. suf- 
ferers by jirovidiiig food and shelter. 
Many of the p(-or peoi)le are camped out 
ill the oiien. not knowing where to place 
their household belongings which they 
have saved. t'ortiimitely the weather 
lins been tine for the last three days, 
although the nigh'ts have been somewhat 
cold. In Ottawa there was ample sliel- 
(er for the uiil'ortuiKites. but on the Hull 
siiie the swi'cp was so clean thill il lias 
been de(Uiir.l advisable to erect shelter 
huts. As siioii as the urgent neccssilies 
of the ease li;ive been met. a census of 
the burned nrca is to lie lakcu. This 
will include ilie full details of the fiimi- 
lies r(>udered homeless, the losses they 
have sustained, tile value of their prop- 
erty before the fire, the amount of iusiir-

aiice. and information of a similar char- 
aiier which will aid the committee in 
arriving at a basis of apportiomueiit. 
Of course this will all take time, but 
the work will be done systematically, 
and outsiders may rest assured that 
any contributions which they send will 
be put to good purpose. One of the 
aldermen with a practical turn to his 
mind, when tin.' (lUestion <iC the city's 
contribution was under consideration, 
xvaiited the money lo be devoted to the 
making of roads and the replacing ut' 
the sidewalks. He was promptly sal 
upon and was informed that the citizens 
were not considering that phase of the 
ipiestion; that that was a matter for 
the city eonneil to deal with. 

For some months our people have been 
patting themselves oir the hack and feel- 
ing good over what they have done to- 
wards strengthening the bonds of union 
within the Empire. This tendancy to 
self-congratulation has certainly been not 
■without reason, and is, jiresumahly, reci- 
prociited to some extent by the people of 
Great Britain. But sentiment and busi- 
ness lire onlv connected very indirectly, 
as the Imperial authorities have sudden- 
Iv, though reasonably enough, reminded 
lis by the orders just isswed with refer- 
ence to the slaughter of Canadian cat- 
tle -inthin five days of their being land- 
ed in England. In some way, dilllcult to 
understand, cattle from tho United 
States were shipp(Ml to England on tlu! 
same ship with some from Argentine Ke- 
pulilie. These latter were atllicted with 
mouth and foot disease, which the United 
.States animalfi contrncted from them on 
the voyage. Forthwith is proimilgatcd 
the edict that all cattle from the United 
States or Canada must be killed us soon 
as they have landed in the Old Country. 
Englishmen will take no chance in the 
matter. They know that it there is foot 
and mouth di.sease in the United Stales, 
ihe regulations on this continent are such 
that the same disease will presently he 
found in Canada. Our government s 
promise to take "immediate precautions 
is not regarded ae satisfactory. English- 
men prefer to take their own precautions. 
There is no foot and mouth disease m 
Canada, and tho Americans declare.there 
is none in their country, and they are 
probably right, but Canada must, nev- 
ertheless, consent to suffer along with 
fliom until an offlcient quarantine is 
adopted. At the same time it M a lutlo 
e.Kaspernting to find England sUll 6o 
ready to classify US along -with our neigh- 
bors. . 

Professor Robertson, agricultural com- 
mifisioner, who, as your readers are well 
a ware, has devoted years to the study of 
agricultural problems, and has done so 
much to advance the dairy Indnstrj- in 
Canada, is at present engaged in com- 
bating what ho describes as one of the 
most cherished illusions of the farming 
community. Ho liolds that it i« not ne- 
cessary to change the vsccd used on a 
farm, but that if proper eelectinn is made 
and the 'best grtfns are used from year 
to year for .seeding purposes, the crop 
will show no tendency to wear out. In 
this view he is veheiiiently opposed by 
several members of pariiament who are 
practical farmers, and who liiive been 
brought lip with the notion that the seed 
must be absolutely changed at iiiterviilfi 
to produce the iiest ri'sults. I'rof. Itoli- 
rt<on has found a suppcrler in a Moii- 
trcal gentleman, who has devolcd .yid.lKlO 
for the purpose of deli'ruiining which the- 
ory is right. This money is to lie dis- 
tributed in prizes to children cultivating 
one acre of f:round for three years on 
the priucipht^ which the I'rofi.ssor ad- 
vocates. Information with regard to the 
1 imditions of the contest may be obtained 
bv writing to the E.xporimental farm at 
Ottawa. . ... 

Parliament ha.s onco agam nnU to 
mourn the loss of one of its members, 
rhe late Dr. Haley. M.P. for Hunts, 
came to Oitawa as a legislator first in 
lS"o. but iirevions to that ho hi\d been 
for nianv vears a member of the .Vova 
Scoiia legislature.

An heir witlr 
more Uohenssollern blood coursing in his 
veins, however, would have pleased them 
belter. An unexpected combination ot 
circumstances jihiced the lad in his pres- 
ent position. Tlie tragic death of the 
hereditary Prince Alfred, which occur- 
red at Meran, February U, 1890, left the 
pretient Duke without an hoir, and the 
nearest agnate to the ducal throne was 
thus his brother, the Duke of Connaught. 
But the succession pUased neither tho 
Duke of Connaught, his mother nor his 
wife, and when Queen Victoria was in 
Nice last season a family council was 
hold to discuss thin prospective succes- 
sion, and it was unanimously decided 
that the Duke should abdicate in favor 
of his nephew. Prince Charles. "J'he lat- 
ter is Uie son of tho late Prince Leopold 
and Princess Helena of Wuldeek-Pyr- 
mont, sister of the Queen Regent of Hol- 
land. 

Since October, 1S9S, all the Berlin 
g'liardhouses jiossess the portraits of the 
Emi.HU'or and Empress. Thi.s was the re- 
sult of a disagreeable adventure which 
occurred to the sovereigns one day while 
taking a stroll "en bourgeois" along Un- 
ter den Linden. AiTivod at Xoue Wache. 
the Kaiticr entered into conversation 
with the seutinel in charge of the cannon 
taken from I''rance in 1870, while bis 
wife stood listening u few yards off. The 
sentinel lia[)pened to be a crusty old Po- 
meranian wiio had not been at his guns 
more t-';an a couple nt weeks, and thus 
coiniiletelj- ignorant of the identity of his 
interlocutor.

The Emperor, 
almo.st beside himflolC with rage, and in- 
dignation, summoned the lieutenant of 
tho guard, made himself known to the 
grenadier, on whom he imposed a severe 
punkshtnont, and tho following day inun- 
dated Berlin guardhouses w-ith tho Im- 
perial portraits.

If thought lit, passing resolutlomi for the 
rfconstruetlou of the Company Mr 
Kobort Ward presided. 

Tbe secretary, Mr. A. E. Ashley, read the 
notice convening the meeting. 

The chairman said: Gentlemen,— You will 
remember that on the H3th of last mouth 
an extra-ordinary general nieellng of the 
.company was held, when u lu-iv Hoard of 
Directors was appointed, and charged with 
the Bpcclflc function of drawing uji a 
scheme of reconstruction to present to you 
for your consideration. The labors of the 
board since that date have been cootlnu- 
OOB, and to-day's meeting has been called 
at the earliest possible moment, so that no 
time whatever has been lost In endeavoring 
to give effect to your wishes.

ordinary chares are to be given In exchange 
for 'J.-.0,(KK) ordinary ehares held by share- 
holders In the existing company, "credited 
with loe. iiaid up thereon; 2r>,0<)0 ordinary 
Sharif to be allotted as fully Iiald to the 
holders ot '2.-,,vm preference shares In the 
Iireseiit (■oinpany, and 50,000 ordinary shares 
to be placed to reserve to -satisfy the de- 
iK'iiture holders' right of i-oiiverslon. The 
scheme. I may laeutloii. lias been drawn 
up after very careful consideration. As 
a pr(dlmliiary step, we called together the 
debenture holders ami the [ireference share- 
holdera, and by very large majorities they 
have practically assented to the iiroimsltlon 
which wo have sketched out. 

As regards the debenture holders, 1 think 
the board can safely say that the arrange- 
ment which we propose should be mutually 
satisfactory to the «h^rehoIders and the de- 
benture holders alike, becaasc, although It 
Is [iroposed that the issue sholl amount to

debentii-es as security for advances, and It 
Is stated in the agreement, whic h will he 
laid before you presently, tliat the £2."">,00() 
worth of debentures after they shall imvi 
been paid off are not to be re-ls-sued with 
out the consent of a three-fo.irtiis majority 
of tile holders of tlie Tcnialiilng £2."),0(X3 
worth of debentures. Therefore the deben- 
ture holders will have a smnller Hen upon 
the property, and consequently a greater 
security, and the ordinary ahiirelioldci-s will 
idso liave the advantage of having a smaller 
attachment to their property to what they 
had before,' as It Is liardly likely, unless 
very strong reasons presente<l themselves, 
that the Issue would be Increased beyoml 
the £2,-|,(X)0. The arrangement made wdth 
the iirefereiice shareholders Is, in the opin- 
ion of the hoard, a very fair one, and that, 
too, has been accepted by them. We are, 
as I hove already told you, giving them 
25,000 fully paid up shares, In the new 
company.

ten weeks. The Belle when last defi- 
nitely reported ou February l-l had 500 
odd ptJts, so that it is anticipated her 
complete catch will be well ■ over the 
thousand mark. l\he Enterprise herself 
brings home 549 skins, while the Vic- 
toria, .also just returned, sacurod 203. 
Both Capt. Bishop of the Euterpriae and 
Capt. It. ilaleom of the Victoria were 
fortunate in striking no really bad 
weather on the whole, although some 
lively gales in early 'ilarch gave their 
ves.s(ils a shaking up. The seal herds 
were fuiuid (luite as large iind uumerous 
as iii former years, but their northward 
movement commenced sooner than anti- 
cipated; and a number of the schooners 
in consetiuenee found thejn.selves badly 
placed. It is because Capt. Lavender 
of the Ocean Belle best calculated the 
time (if .the northern migration and thus 
got in practically alone among the thick- 
est herds that his vessel i>- looked upon 
as the probable clainiaul of top-line 
honors.
